Market Report 


Market Report

At the shows 


Circulated type coins again highlighted trading ac- 
tivity during April at the Michigan State 
Numismatic Society convention, the Central 
States Auction and New England Rare Coin Auc- 
tions’ Metropolitan New York Sale. The consistent 
strength of circulated type material is due to 
several factors. One reason is the fact that high- 
quality Uncirculated specimens are still elusive on 
the marketplace. Because prices are depressed in 
many areas, both dealers and collector/investors 
are unwilling to let MS-65 or better material go at 
current levels. 


As we reported last month, buyers are still 
snapping up high-quality Uncirculated specimens 
when they are available. Some market analysts 
view this as an ideal time to buy coins that are 
rarely offered. For example, New England Rare 
Coin Galleries recently sold an 1839 “No Drapery” 
Seated Half Dollar, Proof-60, in the $35,000 range. 
This coin was a one-year type and one of 3-4 
known in Proof condition. It probably would have 
traded hands at a much higher price level if sold 
when the market was peaking early last year. 


Gold 


Gold bullion, at $485 an ounce, is down $24 since 
our April report. Parallel price reductions have 
been registered by Maple Leafs, Kruggerands and 
other bullion-related items. Most better-date cir- 
culated gold pieces are trading comfortably, par- 
ticularly the Carson City, Dahlonega and 
Charlotte issues. California Gold specimens are 
also beginning to appear on several Want Lists. At 
the Metropolitan New York Sale, an 1854 25¢ 
California Gold Piece, in EF, auctioned for 
$11,500. 


Again, buyers are willing to pay high premiums 
when strictly graded uncirculated material appears 
on the market. Earlier this month, New England 
Rare Coin Galleries sold a unique 1839 “Classic 
Head” Quarter Eagle, in Proof-63 Brilliant, in the 
$50,000 range. This discovery piece was unknown 
in Proof condition. 


Silver 


Since our last report, silver dropped less than one 
dollar, settling at $11.25 per ounce. Still leading 
the way in collectible coins are BU silver dollar 
rolls, particularly 1883-0, 1884-0 and 1885-0 issues. 
But buyers are insisting that these coins be strictly 
graded and in original rolls. Better-date circulated 
silver dollars, specifically Carson City issues, and 
late-date Franklin Half Dollars are also registering 
price advances. Uncirculated specimens of Walking 
Liberty Half Dollars are still getting strong buyer 
attention. New England recently auctioned a 
1929-D Walking Liberty Half Dollar in MS-65 for 
$5,000, which was well above bid level. 
Washington Quarters, Mercury Dimes and 
Roosevelt Dimes are currently holding steady. 
Buyers in these areas are scarce, but sellers are ap- 
parently reluctant to lower prices any further. 


Commemoratives 


The commemorative market has heated up again, 
but activity is fragmented. Because bids on several 
Want Lists exceed selling prices, price levels for 
many issues are difficult to pin down. The Daniel 
Boone Bicentennial Half Dollar, the Texas 
Centennial Half Dollar and the Cleveland Great 
Lakes Exposition Half Dollar are among the issues 
leading the way in price advances. Dealers and 
collector/investors are also turning their attentions 
to commemoratives in EF to AU condition. Many 
of these coins are good buys when considering the 
price gap between EF/AU and Uncirculated 
specimens. Gold commemoratives are remaining 
stable at current price levels. 


Copper 


Circulated Half Cents and Large Cents are mov- 
ing ahead on the marketplace, while Uncirculated 
Indian Head Cents and Flying Eagle Cents are still 
actively being sought after. New England recently 
sold an 1856 Flying Eagle Cent in Proof-63 for 
$4,000 and an 1877 Indian Head Cent in Proof-63 
for $2,000. Better-date Lincoln Cents, particularly 
the 1909-S VDB variety, continue trading above 
bid levels. 


Currency 


In the spring of 1980, many U.S. currency series 
experienced multiple price jumps before plum- 
meting. For the past several months, prices in 
many areas have remained soft. Currently,

Small Cents 


America’s First Small Cents

was a significant milestone in numismatic 

history. The bulky, unpopular, large copper 
cent, minted since 1793, had finally been out- 
moded. No longer would three cents in pocket 
change weigh nearly the same as twenty dollars in 
gold. The new, smaller cent was considered a 
useful, convenient piece of currency. It quickly 
won popular favor and was readily used in 
business transactions. Since that time, the small 
cent has become a familiar part of our daily life. 


ale he introduction of the small cent in 1857 


In numismatic circles, the new small cent, with its 
Flying Eagle design, caused some controversy 
which eventually led to drawing more collectors to 
the hobby. As John F. Jones stated in a 1944 arti- 
cle published in The Numismatist, “The issue of 
the Flying Eagle Cent virtually started coin collec- 
ting in this country. There were a few great coin 
collectors before that time, but not many.” 


The Flying Eagle Cent was less than half the size of its 
predecessor, the Large Cent. 


Small cents came into existence several years after 
the public first began clamoring for a modified one 
cent piece. The large copper cents, which were just 
a millimeter smaller than the half dollar, were 


cumbersome and rarely used outside of large cities. 
Citizens were also tired of the matron-like image of 
Liberty on the obverse of the coin. Many people 
began melting the coins down for their copper 
content. 


What finally prompted the government to act, 
however, was the fact that the cost of minting 
these large copper coins began to exceed the coins’ 
face values. Beginning in 1850, diemakers at the 
Philadelphia Mint started producing patterns for 
small cents. They conducted various experiments 
with “billon” (silver-washed copper) and copper, 
nickel and zinc alloys. At one point, mint officials 
toyed with producing a ring cent, but they dis- 
carded the idea after realizing the striking problems 
involved with punching holes out of the centers of 
the coins. 


By 1856, diemakers had come up with a workable 
mixture of 88% copper and 12% nickel for a 
19-millimeter cent, which was less than half the 
size of the large copper pieces. This combination of 
nickel and copper was viewed as more durable 
than pure copper. It also inhibited the corrosive 
nature of copper and gave the cent more intrinsic 
worth, which mint officials believed was necessary 
to gain public acceptance. Finally, the difficulties 
involved in extracting nickel were thought to re- 
duce counterfeiting practices. It is interesting to 
note that the resulting color of the copper-nickel 
alloy caused the coins to be nicknamed “white 
cents.” 


In late 1856, Mint Engraver James Barton 
Longacre ordered several hundred small cent

specimens with his design of a flying eagle on the 
obverse and wreath of corn, wheat, cotton and 
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Mint Engraver James Barton Longacre designed both the 
Flying Eagle Cent and Indian Head Cent. 


tobacco on the reverse. More than 1,000 pieces 
were struck for distribution to members of Con- 
gress as part of the lobbying effort needed for 
legislative approval. Though the 1856 Flying Eagle 
cent is technically a pattern, rather than a regular 
mint issue, it is the key to completing a set of early 
small cents. 


The small cent was officially authorized under the 
Act of February 21, 1857, the same law that aban- 
doned further striking of both the large copper 
cent and the half cent. (The half cent was also un- 
popular because of its small purchasing power and 
large size relative to other denominations. It was 
just a millimeter smaller than the quarter.) The 
Act also prohibited further use of silver Mexican 
and Spanish coins, which had been widely ac- 
cepted as currency for several years. These coins 
were redeemed and melted in exchange for small 
cents. By outlawing the use of foreign specie, the 
United States was, in a sense, reaffirming its 
strength and confidence as an independant, 
growing nation. 


Flying Eagle design criticized 


whelmingly favorable. In fact, the Mint was 

forced to limit the conversion 
of large coppers into small cents to no more than 
$50 a person. The size of the coin was ideal for 
everyday business transactions. In numismatic 
circles, however, the new cent was not as warmly 
received. Experts criticized Longacre for copying 
the 1836 Gobrecht Dollar. One critic referred to 
the bird as “the ambiguous figure which the Mint 
officers interpret to mean a flying eagle, but which 
to the uninstructed resembles a table napkin, or a 
pen wiper got up for sale at a fancy fair.” In 


P:: reception of the new coins was over- 


general, Flying Eagle Cents were poorly struck on 
parts of the head and tail of the eagle because they 
directly opposed high relief areas on the reverse 
wreath. (The Indian Head design was much more 
pronounced because the highest relief parts of the 
obverse and reverse were not opposite each other 
on the coin.) 


Many numismatic experts agreed that Longacre, 
though a respected and talented portrait engraver, 
was incompetent as a die-sinker. In fact, when he 
was named Chief Mint Engraver in 1844 he lacked 
any experience in die-sinking and it took him 
several years to properly understand the process. 
During his 25 years in that position he designed 
nearly a dozen coins of various denominations. 
Other than the Flying Eagle and Indian Head 
cents, Longacre designed the Two Cent Piece, 
Silver Three Cent, Nickel Three Cent, Seated 
Liberty Half Dime, Shield Nickel, Seated Liberty 
Dime, Liberty Head Gold Dollar, Three Dollar 
Gold Piece and Liberty Head Double Eagle. 


Longacre was born August 11, 1794 in Delaware 
County, PA, to descendants of early Swedish set- 
tlers. After working in a bookstore, he became an 
apprentice engraver under George Murray of 
Philadelphia and became well-known for his 
engraving portraits done in the stipple manner. In 
1830, Longacre and James Herring decided to 
publish a series of biographical sketches of 
statesmen, naval and military heroes, and profes-

1900-1909 Indian Head Cents 


New England is offering Indian Head Cents 
minted from 1900-1909 at specially reduced prices. 
When these coins were first introduced in 1859, 
they were widely accepted by both the general 
public and by numismatic experts. The classical, 
simple obverse design — showing a young Indian 
princess wearing a feathered war bonnet — was 
more aesthetically appealing than any on previous 
one cent pieces. Mint Engraver James Barton 
Longacre designed both the Indian Head Cent 
and its predecessor, the short-lived Flying Eagle 
Cent.

1883 “No Cents” Nickels 


When the Liberty Head Nickel was first minted in 
1883, its reverse did not carry the word “Cents.” 
Instead, a lone Roman numeral “V” appeared on 
the coin. It wasn’t long before some unscrupulous 
entrepreneurs gold-plated these coins and passed 
them off as $5 pieces. This practice was corrected 
later in 1883 when the word “Cents” was finally 
added to the reverse of the coin at 6 o’clock.

sional men in a book called “National Portrait 
Gallery of Distinguished Americans.” Longacre 
was a perfectionist who set the engraving stan- 
dards on this project so high that even the best 
engravers in the country could not satisfy him. He 
resorted to hiring European engravers and com- 
pleting most of the portraits himself. When the 
first issue of the book appeared in 1834, it was ap- 
plauded as the best work of its kind at that time. 
In a July, 1940 issue of The Numismatist, F.C.C. 
Boyd reminisced: “As an artist he (Longacre) was 
equal to his engraving ability and his large portrait 
engravings are still regarded as remarkable for their 
likeness and they are noted for their beauty of ex- 
ecution.” 


In 1859, two years after the Flying Eagle cent was 
introduced publicly, Longacre yielded to his critics 
complaints and created an Indian Head design for 
the cent. The obverse showed the profile of a 
young Indian princess wearing a feathered war 
bonnet. The reverse had a laurel wreath and bow, 
believed to symbolize honor and distinction. 


Aesthetically, the classical, simple obverse design 
was far more beautiful than any on previous one 
cent pieces. A small faction of collectors believe 
that Longacre simply placed an Indian war bonnet 
on his young daughter and used her as a com- 
posite model for the coin. But a more accepted 
view is that he used the same “Venus Accroupie” 
(meaning “Crouching Venus”) head that appeared 
on his 1849 Gold Dollar design. This model is 
derived from a Roman marble copy of a Greek 
bronze displayed in a Philadelphia museum. Ac- 
cording to a letter Longacre wrote to Mint Direc- 
tor James Ross Snowden at the time, the feathered 
headdress was added to give the coin “a more na- 
tional character.” The Indian Head design was em- 
braced by both the general public and numismatic 
experts. It remained unchanged for 50 years until 


the Lincoln Head design of Victor D. Brenner was 
adopted. 


The reverse of the Indian Head cent underwent 
some minor modifications in 1860, when the 
wreath was changed from laurel to oak and a

small shield was added at the top. Three arrows 
were also added to the bow. The shield, con- 
taining 13 stripes representing the original 
American colonies, symbolized national unity. 
This was an interesting addition at a time when 
conflict between the Northern and Southern states 
became increasingly violent. 


A change in composition 


uring wartime, the public began hoarding 
D Indian Head Cents because of their nickel 

value. As a result, a flood of privately- 
minted copper pieces, known as Civil War 
Tokens, was released into circulation. The govern- 
ment was also faced with the problem that nickel 
became difficult to obtain. On April 22, 1864, the 
legislature approved a new composition for the In- 
dian Head Cent. The alloy now consisted of 95% 
copper 5% tin and zinc, and the weight was slight- 
ly reduced to make a thinner coin. Again, this 
combination was strong enough to stop the cor- 
rosive tendencies of pure copper. The intrinsic 
value of the coin was also reduced, so it circulated 
freely. 


The 1864 issue was important for two other 
reasons. It marked the first time in the history of 
U.S. coinage that the cent was considered legal 
tender, if only up to ten cents. This was also the 
first date that Longacre was permitted to place the 
initial “L” on the coin. (It is found to the right of 
the band of diamonds on the obverse.) In mint 
state condition, the 1864 “L” is the fourth most 
elusive date in the series. 


During the late 1860’s and 1870’s, the United 
States was in the post-Civil War era. The fabric of 
the nation had been ripped apart. The economy 
was in a state of turmoil. It was a time when the 
federal government substantially cut back on the 
mintages of minor coinage and used up the back- 
log of coins minted before the war. In 1877, for ex- 
ample, only 852,500 Indian Head cents were 
struck, making that issue the second lowest min- 
tage of the series. Three years later, the country 
was back on stable economic footing, and this was 


reflected in the 38,964,955 cents struck in 1880. 


Today, two kinds of coin collectors seek out early 
small cents. The series collector finds it tremen- 
dously challenging to complete a 62-piece set of 
Flying Eagle Cents (1856-1858) and Indian Head 
Cents (1859-1909). He is intrigued by the mix of

designs, dates and characteristics unique to both 
series. A complete set of early small cents currently 


retails at about $52,600 in MS-65. 


The type collector, who focuses on major U.S. 
coin designs, also collects some small cent issues. 
Because of the increasing cost of rare coins, many 
individuals find type collecting offers diversity and 
far more flexibility when it comes to financing. 
Most type collectors would include one Flying 
Eagle specimen and one coin from each of the 
three varieties in the Indian Head series. For in- 
stance, an 1859 Indian Head cent would probably 
be part of a U.S. type set, since the design on the 
coin’s reverse was changed the following year. 


The collector specializing in early small cents has 
an interesting selection to choose from. One key 
to the set is the well-known Indian Head 1869/8 
variety, which has been the topic of many 
numismatic discussions. Some experts argue that 
the coin has a restruck “9”, while others insist it is 
an overdate. In A Guide Book of United States 
Coins (Redbook) by R.S. Yeoman, the author 
carefully states: “The 9 is doubled on some 
varieties of the 1869; on others it appears to be 
over an 8.” Either way, these coins are scarce in 
high grades. On a lesser scale, two other Indian 
Head issues, the 1888/7 and 1865/4, are also con- 
sidered overdates by many experts. But again, 
neither has been confirmed as a true overdate. 


Another unique feature is that only two mintmark 
dates, the 1908-S and 1909-S, are included in the 
series because, prior to this time, the San Francisco 
Mint did not strike minor coinage. Although both 
issues were subject to hoarding, they are never-

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theless somewhat elusive in mint state condition. 
Only 309,000 of the 1909-S variety were struck, 


making this issue the lowest mintage in the series. 


In general, Indian Head cents struck between 1866 
and 1878 are relatively scarce in all grades, par- 
ticularly in MS-65 or better. However, the entire 
series is presently undervalued on the marketplace 
and many of these coins are good buys at current 
bid levels. The increasing number of type collectors 
will be a strong force in the future pricing structure 
of the series.

Long Beach I Sale 
Scheduled June 4-6 


U.S. type coin collectors will be enthralled by the 
exciting array of rare first-year specimens — rang- 
ing from the 1793 half cent to the 1794 dollar — at 
New England Rare Coin Auctions’ Long Beach I 
Sale, scheduled June 4-6 at the Long Beach Con- 
vention Center in Long Beach, California. The 
event will be held in conjunction with the Long 
Beach Numismatic and Philatelic Exposition. 


1794 Bust Dollar 


One of the auction highlights will undoubtedly be 
the elusive 1794 Bust Dollar, which is considered a 
classic of American numismatics. This unique 
date, offered in VF-20, was the first U.S. silver 
dollar issue authorized under the Coinage Act of 
1792. Less than 100 of these specimens are known 
to exist today. 


An exceedingly rare 1803 Bust Dollar ‘Presentation 
Piece’ in Proof-60 is also expected to draw strong 
bidding attention. This specimen, struck from 
polished dies on a polished blank, is unusual in 
this state of preservation. 


Offerings will include two 1793 Liberty Cap Half 
Cents, both in VF-30. These extremely elusive 
one-year type coins are seldom available in grades 
higher than Fine. A 1794 Liberty Cap Cent in 
AU-50, noted for its aesthetic balance of design 
and intricately sculptured hair detail, will also be 
available. 


A 1794 Draped Bust Half Dime in EF-40, and a 
1796 Draped Bust Dime in AU-50 should draw 
substantial bidding attention, since both coins 


were the first regular issues of their respective 
series.

Other classic highlights for the type collector in- 
clude: two 1796 Draped Bust Quarters in VG-8 
and AU-50; three 1794 Flowing Hair Half Dollars; 
and a run of Draped Bust Half Dollars dating to 
1830. 


Collectors with an interest in space exploration 
will be intrigued by the four Walter Schirra com- 
memorative space medals to be auctioned at Long 
Beach I. These medals — two silver plated bronze, 
one sterling silver and one 14 karat gold — accom- 
panied Schirra into space when he was active in 
the U.S. space program in the mid-to-late 1960s. 
Each medal will be auctioned with a certificate 
signed by Schirra that verifies its journey into 
space. 


During the session, a broad array of exotic U.S. 
postage currency patterns (Judd 325-329) will be of- 
fered in their original mint envelopes. These 
unusual pedigreed pieces are from the collection of 
Milton R. Friedberg and are in superb condition. 


World coin enthusiasts will find more than 300 
lots of classic ancient and foreign pieces at Long 
Beach I. Highlights include a run of the popular 
Syracusan tetradrachms from 490-430 BC, several 
Athenian tetradrachms and a unique Claudius 
Albinus denarius from 193 AD. A gold Augustalis 
of King Frederick II (Italy: Brindisi 1191-1250 AD) 
is expected to draw fierce bidding competition, 
since this 12th century piece is comparable to the 
finest late Renaissance coins that were minted 
three centuries later. 


Other foreign rarities will include a 1736 Irish 
Halfpenny Proof struck in silver, a Netherlands 
1819 Half Gulden in proof and an exceedingly rare 
Danish 1764 Specie Dollar with a portrait design.

As most experienced 
coin collector/- 
investors know, the 
rare U.S. coin 
market exploded 
during the 1970's. 
Overall, it grew at a 
much faster rate an- Ak 
nually than the \ 
Consumer Price Index, and easily outpaced stocks 
and bonds. One should note, however, that over 
the long-term, price increases in the U.S. rare coin 
market have not been continuous. Rather, price 
trends have tended to move up and down in 
cyclical fashion. Currently, for example, the 
market has settled down after several months of 
price readjustments which followed the enormous 
growth in prices from late 1979 to early 1980. This 
is consistent with past “cycles,” which show that 
periods of sharp price increases are followed by 
milder periods of price decline and/or stagnation. 
Because these periods of decline have always been 
milder than the periods of increase, the overall 
movement of rare coin prices has been upward, 
and most experts feel that this general upward 
trend will continue into the future. 


i 


One of the main reasons for this optimism is the 
increasing collector/investor demand for rare 
coins. Obviously, as our population increases and 
the U.S. rare coin market is publicized, the collec- 
tor/investor base will expand. This expansion, and 
the increased demand it will bring with it, com- 
bined with the limited supply of U.S. rare coins, is 
perhaps the major reason why coin prices con- 
sistently increase to ever higher levels. 


The bullion market will also have an effect on rare 
coins, but bullion declines should not seriously 
hamper the overall upward growth of the U.S. 
rare coin market. This is because bullion directly 
effects only that portion of the rare U.S. coin 
market that consists of coins with little, if any, 
numismatic value above their bullion value (such 
as highly circulated 20th century gold and silver 
coins). The rest of the bullion market’s effect on 
rare coins is indirect — caused by the link between 
wholesale (dealer) demand for rare U.S. coins and 
the price of gold and silver. While wholesale de- 
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mand for rare U.S. coins basically depends upon 
collector/investor demand, it is also a function of 
the price of bullion. This is because a large propor- 
tion of rare coin dealers are also bullion dealers. 
Their working capital is thus dependent to an ex- 
tent on how soft or strong the bullion market is. 
The large increase in bullion prices during late 
1979 and early 1980 resulted in putting many coin 
dealers in a good cash flow position, allowing them 
to expand their rare coin inventories. Collector/in- 
vestor demand, however, has influenced the U.S. 
rare coin market more than the bullion market. 


As I mentioned earlier, the U.S. rare coin market 
has now settled at a lower level than it was early 
in the year, when the market was in the middle of 
a tremendous growth period. This new market 
level offers an opportunity for collector/investors 
to purchase quality U.S coins at more attractive 
levels than a year ago.

however, they are firming up at about 60% of the 
Spring, 1980 highs and it appears that the market 
may be on the verge of another upward price ad- 
justment. 


Choice New Notes are picking up in trading activi- 
ty, though dealers are paying below bid for most 
notes priced $2,000 and above. Yet dealers are 
more willing to stretch their buying prices for 
quality pieces. Truly superb notes are readily 
trading above bid and an occasional bargain is still 
available.

European buyers are currently a leading force in 
the upward climb of world coin prices. This seg- 
ment of the market is primarily made up of 
veteran collectors who seek coins for their historic 
and artistic merit, as well as for their financial 
potential. Such an approach allows the European 
collector/investor to anticipate future coin trends 
and make wise buying decisions. 


The European strength was evidenced at the Basel 
Auction in Switzerland. Many American buyers 
thought that the Europeans would be priced out 
of competition. (The U.S. dollar had recently risen 
about 20 percent compared to the British pound, 
German mark and Swiss frank.) However, the 
Europeans walked away with the gems of the auc- 
tion.
